On the heels of the cold wave the 
fuel shortage loomed"" up today the 
most serious 
it has ever been in 
Rushville or Rush county. Much dis­ 
tress already* is reported and 
more 
suffering is anticipated because it is 
impossible to tell when any coal will 
reach here. 
Although the 
weather moderated 
Sunday and the mercury 
continued 
to rise today, the railroads are still 
tied up from the deep snow and be­ 
low-zero weather Sunday. It will be 
some time before the freight conges­ 
tion will be cleared tip. 
The moderation ' in 
temperature 
will be only of short 
duration. The 
week’s weather prediction says cold­ 
er weather 
will 
again prevail 
the 
latter half of the week. 
Acting on instructions 
from 
the 
state fuel administrator '’’’Saturday, 
S. L. Trabne, federal administrator 
for R ush 
county, 
has 
confiscated 
twenty tons of coal from the city to 
relieve families in distress; 
Arnold 
Ormes was appointed to have chaine 
of the distribution 
of this 
supply 
and any other coal 
which 
may be 
confiscated 
for 
emergency 
uses. 
Kaeh family will 
be 
allowed

hundred pounds, so that the twenty 
tons will afford 
relief 
for eighty 
families. 
Mn yor Irvin today issued an or­ 
der that no street lights be lit until 
further orders. He said 
that many 
tons of coal could be saved in this 
way. and that with a heavy snow on 
the ground the absence of lights on 
tho streets would cause no inconven­ 
ience. 
Mayor In in after 
taking office 
last week 
recommended that alley 
lights tie cut off to conserve fuel, hut

ilf it develops afterward that 
anyone practiced deception in gett­ 
ing coal, by saying that they had no 
fuel when they did have, they will be 
liable to prosecution in the fedora 
court.

sounded an appeal today for every­ 
one to conserve 
fuel as much 
as 
possible. 
Consumers are tinged to 
burn coal sparingly and heat only 
rooms they absolutely need. 
One 
practice that has been followed to 
some extent and is urged upon oth­ 
ers is for families to “double up.” 
Many homes are being heated where 
neighbors or relatives might be tak­ 
en in to live so long as the shortage 
exists. 
Even though they have coal, 
families are urged 
to go to
